SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled R.S.V.P. is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The DVD disc contains a feature that is virtually identical to a feature contained on a 
video recording of the same title previously classified by the Office of Film and 
Literature Classification (Classification Office) on 31 October 2002, OFLC No. 201569. 
The classification of that video recording was objectionable except if the availability of 
the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years, with the 
descriptive note 'Contains violence, offensive language and drug use’. 

The feature is a drama about a series of brutal, premeditated and remorseless 
murders, some of which are quite graphic and prolonged in their presentation. The 
DVD contains additional components as well as the feature. These other components 
include a trailer for the feature, a trailer for another action drama, a documentary about 
the making of this feature, some brief film reviews and a number of out-takes from the 
feature. The out-takes include a murder equally as strong as any of those in the 
feature. The documentary includes interviews with the actors, and footage from the 
feature. The nature of the sexual content and drug use is no different from that in the 
feature. There is a higher extent of violence as most of the murders are repeated 
several times often in an edited format. However the violence is differently 
contextualized in that the whole publication is more clearly a work of fiction which 
serves to reduce the impact of the violence back to that of the original feature. 
Therefore the additional components do not result in the DVD receiving a different 
classification to that given to the video recording. The DVD is also classified as 
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objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
